Settle Carpenters* Strike 


With no signs of peace apparent, the strike of 125 carpen­ 
ters in the East Liverpool district, declared on May I; is now in 
its third week, badly crippling building operations. 
The workers walked out when their demand for a flat in­ 
crease of one dollar a day over the present $10 scale was rejected 
by the contractors, who pointed out that a $11 a day wage scale 
would mean a corresponding increase in the cost of construction 
work which is now at a high mark. 
On the other hand, employers have offered to renew the old 
agreement, but the carpenters are equally adamant in their re 
fugal to accept the proposal. 
All other branches of the building trades have renewed 1921 
wage contracts with their employers. 
Included in this list are 
bricklayers, plasterers, hod carriers, painters, plumbers and elec­ 
tricians. 
According to reports, with one exception, the old'carpen­ 
ters* scale is on a par with agreements in effect in other Ohio val­ 
ley cities. 
In fact, it is claimed, in some cities a daily wage of 
less than $10 is paid. 
Delay in settlement of the dispute is a blow to the com­ 
munity. 
The differences are riot only preventing completion ol 
work started early in the spring, but also are throwing cold water 
upon contemplated projects. 
In fact, the strike may mean aban­ 
donment of much building this year. 
Thus everybody—workers, 
employers and the public—will pay the penalty. 
It is high time for the principals to get down to brass tacks 
and bury the hatchet.

The machine shows the amount of oxygen she is 
consuming, and that in turn shews how rouchTuel she is burning 
up and needs to replace. 
“If, for example,” explains the prolessor ol nutrition, 
the 
cubic centimeter figure is 202. we know the girl’s basal metabol­ 
ism is 1,103 calories a day. This means she should have food rep­ 
resenting a1 out 2,200 calories a day to get the proper amount of 
nourishment.” 
The girls ale found to require 2,200 to 2,400 
calories a day. 
Basal metabolism indeed! 
The average girl, in college or 
cut, finds her appetite a more satisfactory gauge than any me­ 
chanical invention. 
As for “calories,” it simply makes her sick 
to rate nutritive values in figures and formulas, when what she 
wants is grub and plenty of it. 
Girls have never eaten scientifically, and probably never 
will. 
Modern girls would rather study the soda fountain bill of 
fare than the nutrition table, and take a chance on the calories 
if they can only relieve that empty feeling.

Settle Carpenters’ Strike 


With no signs of peace apparent, the strike of 125 carpen­ 
ters in the East Liverpool district, declared on May I; is now in 
its third week, badly crippling building operations. 
The workers walked out when their demand for a flat in­ 
crease of one dollar a day over the present $10 scale was rejected 
by the contractors, who pointed out that a $11 a day wage scale 
would mean a corresponding increase in the cost of construction 
work which is now at a high mark. 
On the other hand, employers have offered to renew the old 
agreement, but the carpenters are equally adamant in their re 
fusal to accept the proposal. 
All other branches of the building trades have renewed 1921 
wage contracts with their employers. 
Included in this list are 
bricklayers, plasterers, hod carriers, painters, plumbers and elec­ 
tricians. 
According to reports, with one exception, the old ca ran ­ 
ters’ scale is on a par with agreements in effect in other Ohio val­ 
ley cities. 
In fact, it is claimed, in some cities a daily wage of 
less than $10 is paid. 
Delay in settlement of the dispute is a blow to the com­ 
munity. 
The differences are not only preventing completion of 
work stalled early in the spring, but also are throwing cold water 
upon contemplated projects. 
In fact, the strike may mean aban­ 
donment of much building this year. Thus everybody—workers, 
employers and the public—will pay the penalty. 
It is high time for the principals to get down to brass tacks 
and bury the hatchet.

“If, for example,” explains the professor of nutrition, “the 
cubic centimeter figure is 202. we know the girl’s basal metabol­ 
ism is 1,103 calories a day. This means she should have food rep­ 
resenting al out 2,200 calories a day to get the proper amount of 
nourishment.” 
The girls are found to require 2,200 to 2,100 
calories a day. 
Basal metabolism indeed! 
The average girl, in college oi 
cut, finds her appetite a more satisfactory gauge than any me­ 
chanical invention. 
As for “calories,” it simply makes her sick 
to rate nutritive values in figures and formulas, when what she 
wants is grub and plenty of it. 
Girls have never eaten scientifically, and probably never 
will. 
Modern girls would rather study the soda fountain bill of 
fare than the nutrition table, and take a chance on the calories 
if they can only relieve that empty feeling.

Settle Carpenters’ Strike 


With no signs of peace apparent, the strike of 125 carpen­ 
ters in the East Liverpool district, declared on May I; is now in 
its third week, badly crippling building operations. 
The workers walked out when their demand for a flat in­ 
crease of one dollar a day over the present $10 scale was rejected 
by the contractors, who pointed out that a $11 a day wage scale 
would mean a corresponding increase in the cost of construction 
work which is now at a high mark. 
On the other hand, employers have offered to renew the old 
agreement, but the carpenters are equally adamant in their re 
fusal to accept the proposal. 
All other branches of the building trades have renewed 1921 
wage contracts with their employers. 
Included in this list are 
bricklayers, plasterers, hod carriers, painters, plumbers and elec­ 
tricians. 
According to reports, with one exception, the old carpen­ 
ters’ scale is on a par with agreements in effect in other Ohio val­ 
ley cities. 
In fact, it is claimed, in some cities a daily wage of 
less than $10 is paid. 
Delay in settlement of the dispute is a blow to the com­ 
munity. 
The differences are not only preventing completion of 
work stalled early in the spring, but also are throwing cold water 
upon contemplated projects. 
In fact, the strike may mean aban­ 
donment of much building this year. Thus everybody—workers, 
employers and the public—will pay the penalty.

Settle Carpenters* Strike 


With no signs of peace apparent, the strike of 123 carpen­ 
ters in the East Liverpool district, declared on May I; is now in 
its third week, badly crippling building operations. 
The workers walked out when their demand for a flat in­ 
crease of one dollar a day over the present $10 scale was rejected 
by the contractors, who pointed out that a $11 a day wage scale 
would mean a coiresponding increase in the cost ot construction 
work which is now at a high mark. 
On the other hand, employers have offered to renew tho old 
agreement, but the carpenters are equally adamant in their re 
fusaI to accept the proposal. 
All other branches of the I lidding trades have renewed 1021 
wage contracts with their employers. 
Included in this list are 
bricklayer*, plasterers, hod carriers, painters, plumbers and elec­ 
tricians. 
According to reports, with one exception, the old carpen­ 
ters? scale is on si par with agreements in effect in other Ohio Wi­ 
ley cities. 
In fact, it is claimed, in some cities a daily wage of 
less than $10 is paid. 
Delay in settlement of the dispute is a blow to the com­ 
munity. The differences arc not only preventing completion of 
work started early in the spring, but also are throwing cold water 
upon contemplated projects. 
In fact, the strike may mean aban­ 
donment of much building this year. 
Thus everybody—worker*, 
employers and the public—will pay the penalty. 
It is high time for the principals to get down to brass t a c k s 
and bury the hatchet.

The machine shows the amount of oxygen she is 
consuming, and that in turn she ws how mm i^fuel she is burning 
up and needs to replace. 
“If, for example,” explains the professor of nutrition, “the 
cubic centimeter figure is 202. we know the girl’s basal metabol­ 
ism is 1,403 calories a day. This mean* she should have food rep­ 
resenting a1 out 2.200 calories a day to get the proper amount of 
nourishm ent.” 
The girls are found to require 2,200 to 2,400 
calories a day. 
Basal metabolism indeed! 
The average girl, in college or 
cut, finds her appetite a more satisfactory gauge than any me­ 
chanical invention. 
As for “calories,” it simply makes her sick 
to rate nutritive values in figures and formulas, when what she 
wants is grub and plenty of it. 
Girls have never eaten scientifically, and probably never 
will. 
Modern girls would rather study the soda fountain bill of 
fare than the nutrition table, and take a chance on the calories 
if they can only relieve that empty feeling.

Holland M akes More Land 


The little country of tho Netherlands might very well claim 
as its own the slogan “a bigger and better country,” for it is lit­ 
erally enlarging its area in tho next few yean. 
Holland is performing this miracle of adding square miles to 
its territory by draining a largo section of tho Zuider Zee and put 
ting the ground under cultivation. 
To much of the rest of the world Holland has long seemed a 
land wrested from the sea and forever guarding against the sea’s 
return. The courageous little boy stopping the hole in the dyke 
with his finger has seemed typical of Holland. 
It is forever 
bringing submerged land into the light of day and putting it to 
good use. 
Since 1900 Holland has reclaimed 300,000 acres of 
such land. 
The present plans were prepared before the World 
war. They will add 540,000 acres to the country’s present extent 
and leave only 250,000 acres still under the Zuider Zee. 
When that body of water is completely drained and Holland 
needs still more acres for expansion, will it start work on the 
North Sea? 


Pacific D efense 


The Hawaiian Islands are valuable, both as real estate and 
as a key to the Pacific. They are roughly in the middle of that 
great ocean. 
They command routes to Asia, Australia and the 
Philippines. 
America is glad that it has the islands, and wants 
to keep them. They will become steadily more valuable and more 
popular as American interest shifts farther westward and the 
possibilities of Pacific trade and intercourse develop. 
Uncle Sam, assuredly, doesn’t want anybody to take Hawaii 
away from him, and will go to any length to safeguard it. 
Nevertheless all these naval maneuvers around Hawaii, and 
all the ensuing talk about the spending of huge sums to strengthen 
Hawaiian fortifications and enlarge the sea and air defense, are a 
little puzzling. 
Most Americans have supposed that, as a result 
of the treaty entered into at Washington two years ago by the 
powers interested in the Pacific, the peace of that ocean was guar­ 
anteed and large expenditures for defense in that region were 
made unnecessary. 
Is there to be an old-fashioned competitive scramble for de 
fense again? It is disheartening to think of that treaty, in which 
Americans took so much satisfaction, turning into a dead letter.

Settle Carpenters* Strike 


W ith no signs of peace apparent, the strike of 125 carpen- 
in the E a st Liverpool d istrict, declared on May I; is now in 
its th ird week, badly crippling building operations. 
The workers walked out when their dem and for a flat in­ 
crease of one dollar a day over the present $10 scale was rejected 
by the contractors, who pointed out th a t a $11 a day wage scale 
would mean a corresponding increase in the cost of construction 
work which is now at a high m ark. 
On the other hand, employers have offered to renew the old 
agreem ent, but the carpenters are equally adam ant in th e ir re 
focal to accept the proposal. 
All other branches of the I uilding trades have renewed 1921 
wage contracts w ith their em ployers. 
Included in this list are 
bricklayers, plasterers, hod carriers, painters, plum bers and elec­ 
tricians. 
According to reports, with one exception, the old carjien- 
te rs1 scale is on a par w ith agreem ents in effect in other Ohio val­ 
ley cities. 
In fact, it is claimed, in some cities a daily wage of 
less than $10 is paid. 
Delay in settlem ent of the dispute is a blow to the com­ 
m unity. 
The differences are not only preventing completion ol 
work started early in the spring, but also are throw ing cold w ater 
upon contem plated projects. 
In fact, tho strike m ay mean aban­ 
donm ent of much building this year. 
Thus everybody—w orkers, 
employers and the public—will pay tho penalty. 
It is high tim e fo r the principals to get down to brass ta c k s 
and bury the hatchet.
